The Investigation to date, 24 June 1959, reveelc that Johann 
DAHMOPIL, bom 2C December 1908 at Tisohnowit*, C3R, residing st Claotensftreone 
56 (Vi % Muniok, admitted haring maintained relations with the CieohoaloveJcian 
Intel iigeroe Servioe (CIS), el nee March 1954* According to SUBJECT’D 
statement, HE filed several petitions with the Caeoh hinietry of Interior 
fox’ expatriation of ilB daughter, Eye » *bo war. a resident of the CSS.* 

These petiti one were repeatedly denied, eo S'JBJSCT sale personal inquiries 
vith the Czech Consulate in Vienna, luatrla. Vhils »o doing, HS wss 
rooi uited for the CIS by an employee of tha C*ech Consulate who oal led 
himself Posphehll. During another meeting eith Pospbahil in Vienna, DiBMOPIL 
signed ei. ’’agreement* end warn given the oover naa«, "Doemberg . * SUBJECT’S 
first assignments were directed against Czech emigrants, particularly 
against members of R*dio Free Europe in Munich. At first, DABKOPIL claimed 
that IS did not carry out sooh asslgnmenta; however, HE later admitted that 
HS did complete them. SUBJECT attended meetings with the CIS In Vienna, and 
St. Caller, Austria, and Zurloh, Switserland. DARMOPIL c lei me that at each 
sieetlng 52 only received, from the CIS, an amount of approximately DM 200.00 
and HJC expenses . 



It remains to be ascertained whether or not and if eo to what extent 
DAHMOPIL formerded court records to the CIS. 

In the course of a search of SUBJECT’S apnrtaont, the notes appearing 
In the Seizure List were found. There wore ad-lrea&es which SUBJECT was 
supposed to cheek out.
